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ANA  TOMY 


Anatomy  is  a  field  the  breadth  of  which 
is  not  appreciated  unless  one  observes 
the  two  extremes  and  realizes  the 
necessity  of  both  to  the  survival  of  the 
art.  On  the  8th  floor  of  LSUMC-S  a  true 
master  of  the  art  presides  over  the 
gross  lab  and  teaches  the  discipline  as  it 
was  first  taught  in  the  age  of 
Renaissance  —  the  gross  dissection  of 
the  human  cadaver,  core  of  the  entire 
study  of  anatomy.  On  the  opposite  end 
of  the  hall  another  kind  of  anatomy  is 
being  learned  or  more  accurately  — 
discussed.  Here  in  a  dark  room  another 
anatomist  sits  humming  softly  to  himself 
as  he  gazes  at  the  glowing  pale  green 
viewing  screen  of  the  transmitting 
electronmicroscope.  He  is  looking  for  a 
specific  cell  in  a  minute  piece  of  tissue 
from  a  particular  location  in  one  organ. 
One  man  teaches  about  a  universe  and 
galaxies  and  the  other  teaches  about 
one  ray  of  light. 

The  anatomy  dept.  at  LSUMC-S  is 
headed  by  Dr.  Richard  Hibbs  who  was 
named  chairman  of  the  department  in 
the  fall  of  1977.  In  an  ongoing  effort  to 
improve  the  quality  of  the  department, 
four  new  faculty  members  have  been 
added  to  the  staff  this  year.  The 
gentlemen  are  Gary  T.  Bazer,  Ph.D., 
David  S.  Knight,  Ph.D.,  John  Anthony 
Beal,  Ph.D.,  and  Christopher  C.K.  Leung 
Ph.D. 

Dr.  Bazer  and  Dr.  Knight  are  working 
together  to  identify  a  catecholamine- 
containing  cell  that  they  discovered  in 
the  vascular  columns  of  the  kidney  in 


rats  and  cats.  Dr.  Beal's  primary 
interest  is  neuroanatomy.  He  is  trying  to 
map  the  dorsal  horn  cells  of  the 
substantia  gelatinosa  of  the  spinal  cord. 
Dr.  Leung's  chief  interest  is  in  isolating 
antibodies  which  are  responsible  for 
congenital  malformations.

Thank  You,  Dr.  Holoubek 

After  a  quarter  century  of  service  to  the 
medical  school  Dr.  Joe  Holoubek  is  giving  up 
his  position  as  director  of  the  clinic  course  for 
freshmen  and  sophomores. 

A  native  of  Nebraska,  where  he  finished 
medical  school,  Dr.  Holoubek  has  never 
practiced  there.  He  went  to  Mayo  where  he 
met  his  wife,  Alice,  who  is  also  an  internist. 
They  both  came  to  New  Orleans  when  offered 
a  fellowship  by  Dr.  Hull,  then  of  LSU-NO.  After 
a  six  year  term  in  the  Army,  Dr.  Holoubek 
came  to  Shreveport  in  1946  and  has  practiced 
cardiology  and  internal  medicine  here  ever 
since. 

Dr.  Holoubek's  involvement  with  the  medical 
school  goes  back  to  before  the  medical  school 
existed.  As  president  of  the  Shreveport 
Medical  Society  in  the  early  1950's,  he 
became  interested  in  organizing  a  post- 
graduate medical  school  in  Shreveport  that 
would  serve  as  a  research  center  and  train 
interns  and  residents.  He  was  general 
chairman  of  the  project  and  chairman  of  the 
building  committee.  The  project  was  begun  in 
1955  but  stopped  short  in  1958  when  the 
legislature  withdrew  funding.  Dr.  Holoubek 


none-the-less  worked  tirelessly  to  keep  the 
idea  alive.  In  1963  he  was  again  general 
chairman  of  a  committee  to  establish  the 
school,  which  had  evolved  in  concept  by  this 
time  to  a  four  year  medical  school.  During  the 
planning  stage  he  visited  Mt.  Sinai  in  New  York 
at  his  own  expense  to  gather  information.  Dr. 
Holoubek  directed  the  Wednesday  morning 
clinic  course,  in  which  he  intended  to  show 
students  what  practice  in  the  "real  world"  was 
like.  He  also  taught  the  "Marriage,  the  Family, 
and  the  Physician"  elective. 

"Medicine  is  fun!"  is  Dr.  Holoubek's  principle 
by  which  he  practices.  When  watching  him  one 
feels  that  this  was  the  way  old  country 
doctors  practiced.  His  devotion  to  his  patients 
is  obvious,  their  extreme  loyalty  to  him  is 
equally  apparent.  He  affectionately  refers  to  a 
patient  as  his  buddy.  He  likes  to  talk  to  his 
patients,  listening  attentively  to  their 
complaints  and  fears  that  seem  insignificant  to 
one  who  is  not  ill,  speaking  comforting  words 
to  the  anxious  families,  cheering  the 
uncomfortable  with  his  good  spirits.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  rare  breed  of  physicians  who 
still  makes  housecalls  and  carries  a  physician's 
bag  with  them. 

Thank  you,  Dr.  Holoubek,  for  your  quarter 
century  of  work  in  bringing  the  medical  school 
into  existence  and  building  it  to  its  current 
status.  May  you  have  continued  success  in 
your  professional  and  private  life.

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BIOCHEMISTRY 


The  objectives  of  the  Department  of  Biochemistry 
and  Molecular  Biology  are  those  of  the  Medical 
Center;  to  be  active  in  education,  research  and 
service.  In  education  we  provide  the  student  basic 
information  and  tools  to  utilize  during  further 
training.  We  also  train  the  student's  mind  so  that 
his  range  of  awareness  is  increased  and  his  ability 
to  ask  questions  and  to  answer  them  is 
enhanced.  In  research  our  goal  is  to  advance  the 
frontiers  of  knowledge  and  we  desire  to  imbue 
students  with  this  spirit  of  discovery.  In  service 
we  offer  our  expertise  and  specialized  equipment 
to  the  Medical  Center  to  solve  special  problems 
in  research  or  diagnosis.  Members  of  the 
department  have  special  competence  in  physical 
biochemistry,  bio-organic  mechanisms,  detection 
and  quantitation  of  metals,  protein  modification, 
the  use  of  enzymes  as  microanalytical  tools,  and 
the  immunochemical  characterization  of  enzymes 
and  proteins. 

All  of  the  above  only  scratches  the  surface  of  the 
Biochemistry  Department,  and  beauty  is  only  skin 
deep.

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PHYSIOLOGY 

Dr.  John  Diana  has  been  head  of  the 
Department  of  Physiology  at  LSUMC-S 
since  1977.  He  is  a  wonderful  gentleman. 
You  really  should  go  by  and  talk  with  him. 
He  is  a  very  warm,  genuine  person  who 
creates  a  friendly,  comfortable  atmosphere 
around  himself  as  he  listens  to  you  and 


talks  and  laughs.  He  has  somewhat  thinning 
curly  grey  hair  and  many  well-worn  smile 
lines. 

In  his  sincere  manner  he  states  that  his 
goal  for  the  department  are  that  they 
develop  their  course  in  medical  physiology 
into  the  best  one  taught  and  that  the 
department  should  become  nationally 
recognized  in  its  research  mission.  The 
method  for  accomplishing  the  first  goal,  he 
explains,  is  to  constantly  reevaluate  the 
educational  program  from  the  students' 
and  the  faculty's  standpoint  and  to  correct 
those  things  which  aren't  working.  To 
achieve  the  second  goal,  he  says,  we  must 
encourage  scholarly  inquiry  and  support  it 
with  whatever  means  we  have. 

In  the  department  presently  there  are  two 
well  established  research  programs  and  one 
in  its  developmental  stage.  Dr.  Diana 
himself  is  working  with  the  basic 
mechanisms  of  tissue  destruction  in 
ischemic  heart  disease.  His  goal  is  to 
determine  if  by  either  physiological  or 
pharmacological  manipulation  one  can 
more  efficiently  develop  collateral 
circulation  to  an  area  of  ischemic 


myocardium.  He  has  already  established 
that  a  drug  known  as  N-8  will  increase 
collateral  flow  after  an  acute  arterial 
blockage.  Now  it  is  his  objective  to  discover 
if  this  increased  flow  actually  helps  regional 
myocardial  function. 

Dr.  Tomas  Welbourne  directs  the  other 
program  which  is  more  of  a  research  team 
who  are  performing  comprehensive  studies 
on  the  kidney.  They  claim  they  are 
"chasing  enzymes"  from  the  molecular 
level  all  the  way  to  their  effect  on  the 
intact  functioning  kidney.  Dr.  Welbourne 
says  that  they  are  doing  some  collaborative 
work  with  the  renal  pathologist,  Dr.  Misra, 
in  an  attempt  to  "overlay  our  concept  of 
nature  with  his  concept  of  experiments  of 
nature  or  disease."  This  team  included  Dr. 
Proveen  Dass  who  is  a  postdoctoral 
enzymologist  who  works  with  isolated, 
purified  enzymes;  Anne  Jackson,  a  graduate 
student  who  studies  the  function  of  kidney 
slices;  Dr.  Welbourne  who  specializes  in  the 
isolated  perfused  kidney;  Denise  Thornely- 
Brown,  a  graduate  student,  who  works  with 
in  situ'function;  and  Mary  Lawlor,  a  third 
year  medical  student  who  is  studying  the 
effects  of  diuretics  on  the  intact  animal. 
This  is  an  intriguing,  progressive  concept  in 
research. 

Dr.  Harold  Battarbee  is  just  beginning  his 
work  in  the  research  of  salt  induced 
hypertension.  One  should  check  with  him 
often  to  keep  up-to-date  on  his 
developments  in  this  exciting  and  important 
concept  in  medicine.

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PATHOLOGY 

Pathologists  study  disease  —  things  about 
a  potentially  perfect  system  which  have 
gone  awry  to  make  it  not  so  perfect  any 
more.  Well  now,  let  us  consider 
pathologists  in  this  same  manner, 
assuming,  of  course,  that  there  is  an  ideal 
state  for  man  which  none  of  us  achieve, 
and  therefore  each  of  us  is  a  type  of 
pathology. 

Sometimes  found  around  medical  schools 
and  tennis  courts  are  individuals  who 
exhibit  the  Grafton  syndrome.  They  can  be 
identified  by  the  triad  of  congenital  short 
stature,  thinning  hair,  and  tennis  elbow. 
Most  of  the  time  this  is  seen  in  individuals 
who  closely  resemble  David  Gorsulowsky. 
The  Sanusi  disease  is  similar  to  the  Grafton 
syndrome  in  that  you  see  shortness  and 
tennis  elbow,  but  they  are  usually  of 
oriental  ancestry.  This  disease  usually 
presents  with  a  very  bizarre  CNS  disorder 
in  that  these  people  can  not  resist  showing 
extremely  gross  forensic  pathology  slides  to 
large  groups  of  medical  students.  A  most 
peculiar  collection  of  symptoms  can  be 
seen  in  the  rare  Albert  G.  Smith  disorder 
which  not  only  affects  the  patient  but  can 
elicit  unusual  behavior  in  their  students. 
The  common  features  of  this  disease 
include  a  gilded  tongue,  a  nasal-like  voice 
and  a  tendency  to  discuss  the  color  of  the 
derriere  of  gibbons  and  syphilis.  The 
pathognomonic  sign  of  this  disorder  is  the 
occurrence  of  highly  specialized  tempora 
lobe  seizures  in  a  high  percentage  of  the 
patient's  students.  During  one  of  these 
episodes  students  will  rub  their  forehead, 


discuss  the  Hopkins  and  syphilis  and  talk  in 
a  nasal  tone.

According  to  Captain's  log:  Star  date 
00024.349,  the  crew  of  the  starship  Micro 
have  been  very  successful  in  their  attempts  to 
explore  and  conquer  the  brave  new  world  of 
the  clingons  (i.e.  microbes).  They  are  strongly 
supported  by  several  large  battlestars  including 
the  National  Institutes  of  Health,  the  American 
Cancer  Society,  the  American  Heart 
Association,  and  the  Veterans  Administration. 
These  grants  add  up  to  almost  $550,000. 
Starting  June  1,  1979  some  $500,000  more 
Faculty 


will  be  awarded  to  these  investigators.

PHARMACOLOGY 


The  Department  of  Pharmacology  and 
Therapeutics  consists  of  nine  full-time 
faculty  and  twenty-three  support  staff.  The 
department  is  rapidly  expanding  its 
contributions  to  teaching,  research  and 
clinical  services.  In  addition  to  the 


pharmacology  course  for  second  year 
medical  students,  the  department  offers  an 
increasing  number  of  elective  courses  for 
both  medical  and  graduate  students. 
Currently,  the  department  has  four 
graduate  students,  having  granted  its  first 
Ph.D.  degree  in  1979.  The  research 
interests  of  the  faculty  include:  ototoxicity 
of  drugs,  oxygen  toxicity,  peripheral  and 
central  neurotransmitter  synthesis  and 
metabolism,  mechanism  of  action  of 
antiemetic  agents,  CNS  regulation  of 
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seizure  intensity,  effects  of  drugs  on  the 
heart,  alcohol  and  purine  metabolism, 
pharmacological  and  toxicological  aspects 
of  marijuana,  drug  metabolism  and 
pharmacokinetics,  and  development  of  drug 
analytical  methods.  The  department 
contributes  to  clinical  services  through  the 
Section. of  Toxicology  and  the  associated 
Poison  Control  Center,  and  the  recently 
established  Section  of  Clinical 
Pharmacology.

Mice 
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An  appropriate  comment  to  be 
made  would  be  that  the  psychiatry 
department  is  a  dedicated 
collection  of  gentlemen  concerned 
with  the  relief  of  human  suffering 
through  counseling  and 
psychotherapy,  but  one  must 
quickly  add  that  they  are  also  a 
bunch  of  "wild  and  crazy"  guys 
who  chase  neurotransmitters  in 
little  mice.  All  of  them  have  a 
picture  of  their  favorite  mouse  on 
their  wall  except  for  Dr.  Brauchi 
who  has  a  nude  mannequin  of  the 
brain  painted  in  the  flaming  colors 
of  a  jester  poised  on  a  pedestal 
behind  his  desk  in  his  office. 

Dr.  John  Brauchi  is  the  leader  of 
this  troup  of  clowns.

Philosophers  With

Blades 


The  concept  of  a  surgeon 
philosopher  is  an  interesting  one. 
These  are  men  who  spend  part  of 
their  time  exercising  their  expertise 
with  a  Bard  Parker  and  the  rest  of 
the  time  expounding  at  great  lengths 
on  such  major  issues  as  the  sex  of 
the  angels.  Dr.  Rohr  is  a  prime 
example  of  this.  He  is  a  very  elegant 
gentleman  who  it  seems  would  be 
much  more  at  home  on  a  marble 
bench  wearing  a  toga  and  a  wreath 
of  leaves  crowning  his  head.  On  the 
other  end  of  the  spectrum  is  Dr.  Ben 
Rush  who  has  a  very  dry,  sarcastic 
wit  and  describes  himself  as  a 
shriveled  up  version  of  Benjamin 
Franklin  with  horn  rim  glasses.

The  quote  on  his 
bulletin  board  says:  This  last  part  of 
surgery,  namely,  operations,  is  a 
reflection  on  the  healing  art,  it  is  a 
tacit  acknowledgment  of  the 
insufficiency  of  surgery.  It  is  an 
aimed  savage  who  attempts  to  get 
by  force  what  a  civilized  man  would 
get  by  stratagem. 
In  the  last  consideration,  Dr. 
McDonald  probably  comes  out  as  the 
chief  of  these  verbose  characters.  He 
has  an  opinion  or  theory  on  all 
subjects  from  early  morning  bird 
calling  to  underwater  basket  weaving. 
Dr.  McDonald  has  recently  been 
awarded  membership  in  the 
American  Surgical  Association  which 
is  the  most  respected  academic 
society  of  surgeons.

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NEUROLOGY 

Considering  The  Diagnostic 
Dilemma  Of  "Bad  Nerves" 


Neurologists?  They  study  diseases  of 
the  nervous  system  or,  as  the 
laymen  say,  "bad  nerves."  If  you 
ponder  on  this  phrase  for  awhile  it 
dawns  on  you  like  a  grey  morning 
that  you  haven't  the  slightest  idea 
what  bad  nerves  are.  Maybe  they  are 
naughty  axons  that  are  always 
cutting  creative  capers  around 
muscle  fascicles  or  maybe  they  are 
devilish  dendrites  who  tickle  the 
Nissel  bodies.  Then  again,  bad  nerves 
can  refer  to  a  central  nervous 
system  problem.  Maybe  the  butterfly 
in  the  spinal  column  has  reverted  to 
a  cocoon  or  perhaps  the  arborizing 
Purkinje  cells  grew  some  grapes. 
Whatever  the  cause  of  bad  nerves, 
be  it  tangible  or  intangible,  our 
dedicated  neurology  staff  searches 
diligently  to  define  and  diagnose 
these  problems. 

Our  neurology  department  is  headed 
by  Dr.  Larry  Embree  who  resembles 
Thomas  Jefferson  and  plays  catch 
with  slow  moving  little  old  ladies.  He 
describes  his  faculty  as  a  young,  ver> 
enthusiastic,  hard  working  group  of 
whom  he  is  quite  proud.

As  the  first  "full  size"  class  to  attend  the  LSU  School  of  Medicine  in 
Shreveport,  our  class  of  1979  blazed  an  academic  pathway  for  all  other 
full-sized  classes  to  follow.  From  our  belated  beginning  in  October,  1975, 
we  quickly  realized  that  numerous  size-related  bugs  would  probably 
escort  us  throughout  our  next  four  years,  since  we  had  doubled  the 
mass  of  the  class  which  preceded  us.  Many  times  only  "experimental" 
could  adequately  describe  the  manner  in  which  our  class  was  handled.

Who  could  forget  Jim 
Knecht's  jokes,  Pat  Flaherty's  "HUSH",  attending  med  school  by  bus, 
being  the  first  class  in  the  newly  constructed  med  school  building, 
winning  the  first  Intramural  Basketball  Championship,  sponsoring  the 
first  Cadaver  Ball,  afternoon  volleyball  sessions  that  first  summer, 
locking  horns  with  Dr.  Misra,  "borrowing"  a  Christmas  tree  from 
another  class,  eating  crawfish  raw  —  and  alive!  Remembrances  of  the 
last  two  years  are  more  difficult  to  assimilate.  We  were  scattered  across 
Shreveport-Bossier  as  Juniors,  then  to  the  winds  as  Seniors.  The  last 
couple  of  years  sealed  lifelong  friendships  —  who  could  forget  spending 
a  sleepless  weekend  on  Medicine  with  your  classmate  turned  friend,
